With Director's approval, we have been preparing on a monthly 
basis a compilation of current extremist quotations from various revolutionary 
and subversive leaders. This na terial, which is issued under the title 
"The Extremist Speaks, " has been sent to Special Assistant to the President 
Ehrlichmaa, Vice President, Attorney General, and other Government intelli- 
gence agencies as well as to our field offices. Reception has been very favorable 
and document is provt^ valuable as reference material, especially in 
connection with speeches. Document not only reports what is currently being 
said by extremist spokesmen but it hopefully serves as an effective eye-opener 
as to the extent and virulence of current extremist attitudes. 

Unfortunately, it appears some prominent Federal officials 
(for example, Secretary of the Interior Hickel) have recently made statements 
i showing lack of awareness of the gravity of the current revolutionary threat. 
The material set forth in "The Extremist Speaks" could possibly serve to 
impress on them the seriousness of the situation.
